Whereas, the Organizational Relief Fund (ORF) is an excellent program through which 
Recognized Student Organizations and full time students of the University may receive funding 
for professional and educational travel. 

Whereas, in order for the Organizational Relief Fund to run in a more efficient manner and 
better serve the students, several changes need to be made to the ORF by-laws. 

Therefore, let it be resolved that article XII—Organizational Relief Fund Committee, the current 
ORF by-laws, which state: 

ARTICLE XII - ORGANIZATIONAL RELIEF FUND COMMITTEE 

Section 1 - Purpose 

A. The purpose of the Organizational Relief Fund Committee (O.R.F.C) shall be to provide aid 
associated with travel to conferences, conventions, or competitions that are educational, 
academic, or professional in nature. Reimbursements are governed by University travel 
regulations. 

B. The O.R.F.C shall be the only mechanism through which Organizational Relief Funds may 
be solicited; furthermore, it shall have sole authority over the expenditures of the Organizational 
Relief Fund Fee. The decisions of the O.R.F.C cannot be overridden by the budget unit head 
and/or the approving agent unless the decision of the O.R.F.C conflicts with the original 
legislation governing the use of the Organizational Relief Fund Fee. 

C. The Organizational Relief Fund Fee will be assessed to all students registered at the 
Northwestern State University Natchitoches Campus. 

Section 2 - Membership 

A. The Organizational Relief Fund Committee shall consist of the following ten members: 

B. Vice President of the SGA, who shall serve as Chairman. 

C. Treasurer of SGA, who shall serve as Vice-Chairman. 

D. Two senators nominated by the Vice-President and approved by the Senate. 

E. Two students, who are not members of any organization that receive student self assessed 
fees, nominated by the Vice-President and approved by the Senate. 

F. One member of the Student Activities board, appointed by the SAB. 

G. Two faculty or staff members, who are not the primary advisor to any student organization, 
shall be appointed by the Faculty Senate. 

H. All appointed students shall serve until graduation, resignation, or removal by the senate. 

I. All appointed faculty or staff members shall serve until resignation or replacement by the 
faculty senate. 
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A. The purpose of the Organizational Relief Fund Committee (O.R.F.C) shall be to provide aid 
associated with travel to conferences, conventions, or competitions that are educational, 
academic, or professional in nature. Reimbursements are governed by University travel 
regulations. 

B. The O.R.F.C shall be the only mechanism through which Organizational Relief Funds may 
be solicited; furthermore, it shall have sole authority over the expenditures of the Organizational 
Relief Fund Fee. The decisions of the O.R.F.C cannot be overridden by the budget unit head 
and/or the approving agent unless the decision of the O.R.F.C conflicts with the original 
legislation governing the use of the Organizational Relief Fund Fee. 

C. The Organizational Relief Fund Fee will be assessed to all students registered at the 
Northwestern State University Natchitoches Campus. 

Section 2 - Membership 

A. The Organizational Relief Fund Committee shall consist of the following nine members: 

B. Vice President of the SGA, who shall serve as Chairman. 

C. Treasurer of SGA, who shall serve as Vice-Chairman. 

D. Two senators nominated by the Vice-President and approved by the Senate. 

E. Two students, who are not members of any organization that receive student self assessed 
fees, nominated by the Vice-President and approved by the Senate. 

F. One member of the Student Activities board, appointed by the SAB. 

G. Two faculty or staff members, who are not the primary advisor to any student organization, 
shall be appointed by the Faculty Senate. 

H. One alternate designee shall be recommended by the ORF Committee and approved by the 
senate. The alternate shall have the same voting privileges as the regular members and shall sit in 
the place of an ORF Committee member should he/she be unable to attend an ORF meeting. 

I. All appointed students shall serve until graduation, resignation, or removal by the senate. 

J. All appointed faculty or staff members shall serve until resignation or replacement by the 
faculty senate. 

K. The associate Director of Student Activities or said designee shall serve as an ex-officio 
member (non-voting member). 

L. If a member of the ORF committee misses two committee meetings, then this may serve as a 
basis for removal from the committee. The ORF Chairman shall notify the senate should a 
student need to be removed or the faculty senate should a staff or faculty member need to be 
removed from the ORF committee. 

M. Upon student removal the ORF Chairman shall nominate a new student for the committee to 
be appointed by the Senate. The Faculty Senate should appoint a new member to the ORF 
committee should they remove staff or faculty. 

Section 3 - Guidelines for Organizational Relief Fund Applications 

A. Only University Recognized Student Organizations and organizations or individuals 

sponsored by University Departments shall be given consideration. 
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B. The organization and all traveling members must be in good standing with the University. 

C. All traveling members must have paid the Organizational Relief Fund Fee for the semester 
they are traveling, with the exception of the summer sessions if the fee was paid the previous 
spring semester. 

D. Organizations can only be funded once per academic semester with a limit of two funded 
proposals per academic year (Academic year = fall, spring, and summer sessions). 

E. Social and/or local events shall not be funded, with the exception of registration fees for local 
events. 

F. Organizations must raise at least thirty percent of the total funds requested. 

G. Organizations that receive more than half of their budget from fund-raising shall have H. 
Organizations must have all necessary signatures to be given consideration. 

I. O.R.F.C shall meet once per month during the fall and spring semesters to review available 
grants. Applications for summer travel should be made during the spring semester. All 
applications must be submitted one month before the travel date and 7 business days before the 
set ORF meeting in order to be considered. 

J. Organizations that receive ORF funding shall prepare a short oral report to the SGA and a 
written report for the ORF Committee before a reimbursement check is issued. 

Section 4 - Voting 

A. Six of the nine voting members as well as the ex-officio member must be present at all 
meetings in order for O.R.F.C. to satisfy quorum. If the Chairman cannot attend, the Vice- 
Chairman shall chair the meeting. Either the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman must be present at 
all meetings. 

B. Grant approval must receive a majority vote of the Committee members present. 

C. Should there be a tie; the Committee Chairman shall decide the outcome of the vote.

"Louisiana Smoke-Free Air Act" (Act No. 815) which bans smoking in most public 
places including public schools, excluding Universities, in and on the campus property 
and; 


Whereas, this act provides protection for non-smokers from the dangers of secondhand 
smoke and; 

Whereas, Northwestern State University’s smoking policy restricts smoking within campus 
buildings but for smokers choosing to smoke outside the policy only suggests that smokers

to secondhand smoke” and; 


Whereas, with the discretion of courtesy being left up to the smoker and not enforced by 
designated non-smoking areas, non-smokers are regularly subjected to secondhand smoke by 
those who do not adhere to the current policy and; 

Whereas, smokers also regularly chose to improperly dispose of tobacco waste resulting in 
unsightly areas around campus and; 

Whereas, smokers should not be neglected or thought in ill-regard, but courtesy should be 
provided to those who chose not to smoke and proper disposal methods should be promoted 
to those who choose to do so. 


Therefore let it be resolved, that the Student Government Association strongly suggests that 
the Northwestern State University smoking policy be changed to prohibit smoking within 25 
feet of any University building and prohibit the littering of tobacco waste on campus 
grounds.
